of  the  first  part,  and  CHARLES  H.  CHASE,  Nurseryman,  of  Rochester,  [Monroe  County,  New 
York,  of  tbe  second  part  as  follows,  to  wit : 

The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  act  as  Agent  for  the  party  of  the  second  part,  in  the  sale  of 
Nursery  Stock,  etc.,  for  him  and  on  his  account,  and  to  devote  as  much  of  his  time  and  attention 
thereto  as  possible  ;  that  he  will  comply  with  and  carry  out  all  instructions  given  him  by  said  party  of 
the  second  part  from  time  to  time  ;  that  he  will  remit  to  said  CHARLES  H.  CHASE  promptly,  as  re¬ 
quested,  all  moneys  collected  or  received  for  him  ;  that  he  will  use  only  fair  and  honorable  means  to 
obtain  orders  ;  that  he  will  sell  at  the  prices  given  him  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  and  not 
deviate  therefrom,  or  sell  or  agree  to  sell  on  credit,  or  collect  any  money  from  the  customers,  without 
the  written  consent  of  the  party  of  the  second  part  first  obtained  thereto  ;  that  he  will  not  make  any 
agreement,  or  promises  of  any  kind  (verbal  or  written)  with  the  customers,  other  than  those  duly 
entered  upon  the  orders  signed  by  said  customers  and  sent  in  to  CHARLES  H.  CHASE — which 
orders  are  to  be  in  each  case  a  full  and  complete  record  of  the  trade  or  bargain  with  the  customer  ; 
that  he  will  leave  with  each  customer  an  exact  duplicate  of  his  or  her  order;  that  he  will  ascertain,  to 
the  best  of  his  ability,  the  standing  and  responsibility  of  all  his  customers  ;  that  he  will  report  every 
Monday  all  orders  taken  for  the  preceding  week,  and  that  he  will  not  include  in  his  weekly  statements 
any  sales  to,  or  send  any  orders  from  any  parties  who  are  not  good  and  responsible,  which  orders 
shall  be  in  every  instance  signed  by  the  customer  ;  and  that  he  will  send  in  orders  obtained  by  him 
for  Nursery  Stock  to  the  party  of  the  second  part  as  he  may  direct  from  time  to  time. 

In  Consideration  of  the  faithful  performance  of  the  foregoing  agreement  by  the  party  of  the  first 
part,  the  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  to  employ  the  party  of  the  first  part  upon  the  terms 
and  conditions  aforesaid;  to  furnish  him  all  necessary  blanks  and  documents  relating  to  said  business, 
and  to  pay  him  for  such  services  a  commission  of  thirty  (30)  per  cent,  on  all  good  orders  taken  and 
paid  for  by  customers  ;  all  of  the  commissions  payable  as  soon  as  the  orders  are  received  and 
accepted  by  said  CHARLES  H.  CHASE. 

This  agreement  may  be  terminated  at  the  option  of  either  party  at  any  time,  by  personal  notice, 
or  by  mailing  notice  to  that  effect  to  the  last  address  of  the  other  party,  and  in  such  case  the  outfit  is 
to  be  returned  promptly  to  the  party  of  the  second  part.
